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Clinton Urges State on Quick Release of Emails

CEDAR FALLS, Iowa (AP) — 
Hillary Rodham Clinton on 
Tuesday pressed the State 
Department to expedite 
the release of 55,000 pages 
of emails from her time as 
secretary of state, telling 
reporters in Iowa, “I want 
those emails out.” 

Clinton reiterated her push 
to release the emails shortly 
after a federal judge re¬ 
jected the State Depart¬ 
ment's proposal to dissemi¬ 
nate portions of the emails 
by next January and said 
the agency must instead 
conduct a “rolling produc¬ 
tion” of the records. 

Clinton, the Democratic 
front-runner in the 2016 
presidential election, said 
she wanted the documents 
to be released as soon as 
possible, saying, “Nobody 
has a bigger interest in get¬ 
ting them released than I 
do.” Asked if she would de¬ 
mand their release, Clinton 
said of the emails, “They’re 
not mine. They belong to 
the State Department.” 
Clinton spoke after a small 
business event for her cam¬ 
paign in Iowa, the home of 
the nation's first presiden¬ 


tial caucuses. 

The disclosure that she 
conducted State Depart¬ 
ment business on a private 
email account has been a 
controversy from the very 
inception of her campaign 
this year and raised ques¬ 
tions about her commit¬ 
ment to transparency. 
During the Tuesday hear¬ 
ing, a federal judge gave 
fhe Stafe Department a 
week to craft a schedule 
for releasing the records, 
according to Vice News 
lawyer Jeffrey Light. 
Department spokesman 
Jeff Rathke said the State 
Department would comply 
with the court's order for 
the “rolling production” of 
emails. 

The agency had made ifs 
initial proposal in a federal 
courf filing Monday night, 
in a Freedom of Informa- 
fion Acf lawsuit by Vice 
News. 

In the filing, John F. Hack- 
eff, who is responsible for 
the department's respons¬ 
es to Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act requests, said that 
following a review of the 
emails, the department will 
post the releasable por¬ 
tions of the 55,000 pages 
on its website. 


He said the review will take 
until the end of fhe year 
— and asked fhe courf fo 
adopt a completion date 
of Jan. 15, 2016, to factor in 
the holidays. 

That's just a couple of 
weeks before the Iowa 
caucuses and early state 
primaries that follow. 

In Monday night’s filing in 
the U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia, Hack- 
eff said the State Depart¬ 
ment received the 55,000 


pages of emails from Clin¬ 
ton in paper form. 

“Given the breadth and 
importance of the many 
foreign policy issues on 
which the secretary of 
state and the department 
work, the review of these 
materials will likely require 
consultation with a broad 
range of subject matter 
experts within the depart¬ 
ment and other agencies, 
as well as potentially with 
foreign governments,” he 


said. “...The department is 
committed to processing 
the 55,000 pages as expe¬ 
ditiously as possible, while 
taking into consideration 
the department’s other le¬ 
gal obligations.” 

He said he the department 
understands the consider¬ 
able public interest in the 
records, but said the size 
of the collection, the na¬ 
ture of the emails and the 
interest of several agencies 
present challenges.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration 
and Senate Republicans 
worked in unusual harmony 
Tuesday to advance major 
trade legislation opposed 
by many rank-and-file 
Democrats, an expanding 
struggle already leaving 
a mark on the 2016 cam¬ 
paigns for the White House 
and control of Congress. 

In rapid-fire order, the ad¬ 
ministration threatened to 
veto a proposed change in 
the trade bill to require U.S. 
negotiators to target cur¬ 
rency manipulation more 
directly in trade talks, and 
Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell said his 
party was prepared to vote 
down the amendment. 

The administration’s veto 
threat came in the form of 
a letter from Treasury Sec¬ 
retary Jacob Lew to the 
bill’s leading supporters. 
He warned that approv¬ 


ing the amendment could 
cause trade partners to 
walk away from talks on 
a 12-nation deal among 
countries that border the 
Pacific Ocean. 

"We’ll be working hard to 
keep any amendment off 
the bill that could tank” it, 
he said of the proposal, 
backed by Sens. Rob Port- 
man, a Republican, Deb¬ 
bie Stabenow, a Demo¬ 
crat, and others. 

McConnell is one of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's 
fiercest critics in Congress, 
and his comment under¬ 
scored the unusual political 
lines created by a bill to let 
the Democratic president 
negotiate global trade 
deals that Congress could 
approve or reject, but not 
change. The White House 
and pro-business Republi¬ 
cans support the measure, 
while union-backed Demo¬ 
crats oppose it. 

Portman, who once served 
as President George W. 


Bush’s special trade rep¬ 
resentative, is also a likely 
supporter of the bill. At 
the same time, he faces 
a competitive re-election 
campaign in his Midwest¬ 


ern political swing state 
next year, and has played 
a central role in efforts to 
make the legislation require 
American negotiators to 
give higher importance to 


combatting currency ma¬ 
nipulation by other coun¬ 
tries. 

The division has spilled over 
into the 2016 race for the 
White House, as well. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un¬ 
der pressure from U.S. safe¬ 
ty regulators, Takata Corp. 
has agreed to declare 33.8 
million air bags defective, 
a move that will double the 
number of cars and trucks 
included in what is now the 
largest auto recall in U.S. 
history. 

The chemical that inflates 
the air bags can explode 
with too much force, blow¬ 
ing apart a metal infla¬ 
tor and sending shrapnel 
into the passenger com¬ 
partment. The faulty infla- 
tors are responsible for six 
deaths and more than 100 
injuries worldwide. 

The agreement adds more 
than 18 million air bags to 
existing recalls, covering 
both the passenger and 
driver's side. The recalls of 
passenger-side air bags, 
previously limited to high- 
humidity states along the 
Gulf Coast, are now ex¬ 
panded nationwide by 
10.2 million vehicles. A na¬ 
tionwide recall of driver's 
side air bags was expand¬ 
ed to include an additional 
7.9 million vehicles. 

“We know that owners are 
worried about their safety 
and the safety of their fam¬ 
ilies,” said Mark Rosekind, 
head of the National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration, as he announced 
the agreement. “This is 
probably the most com¬ 
plex consumer safety recall 
in U.S. history.” 

Safety regulators sparred 


with Takata for the past 
year over the size of the 
recalls and the cause of 
the problem. For the most 
part, the air bag maker re¬ 
fused to declare the infla- 
tors defective and even 
questioned the agency's 
authority to order it to con¬ 
duct a recall. 

Takata and 11 automakers 
that use its air bags, includ¬ 
ing Honda Motor Co. and 
Toyota Motor Corp., will 
have to sort out which ve¬ 
hicles are covered by the 
expanded recalls. NHTSA 
said the number of affect¬ 
ed air bags could climb. 
Before Takata, the largest 
recall in U.S. history was in 
1980 when Ford Motor Co. 
had to fix 21 million cars 
and trucks with automatic 
transmissions that could slip 
into reverse. The Takata re¬ 
call dwarfs last year's highly 
publicized recall of 2.6 mil¬ 
lion General Motors small 
cars for defective ignition 
switches and Toyota’s re¬ 
calls of 10 million vehicles 
for problems with unintend¬ 
ed acceleration. 

Rosekind said the agency 
and auto industry are still 
trying to determine pre¬ 
cisely what is causing Taka¬ 
ta 's inflators to explode, 
but action needed to be 
taken immediately. 
Takata's air bags use am¬ 
monium nitrate to inflate 
in a crash. But the chemi¬ 
cal, which can be used to 
make bombs, is volatile. So 
far, testing has found that 
airborne moisture can get 
into the inflators and cause 
the ammonium nitrate to 


burn hotter than it should, 
Rosekind said. 

He urged car owners who 
get recall notices in the 
mail should immediately 
make an appointment to 
get their cars fixed. Own¬ 
ers can key in their vehi¬ 
cle identification number 
at https://vinrcl.safercar. 
gov/vin/ to see if their car is 
part of the recall. The num¬ 
ber is stamped on the dash¬ 
board near the driver's side 
windshield and also can be 
found on state auto regis¬ 
tration documents. It may 
take weeks before all the 
identification numbers are 
entered into the database. 
On Feb. 20, NHTSA began 
fining Takata $14,000 per 
day for failing to fully coop¬ 
erate in the investigation. 
That fine accrued to more 
than $1.2 million before it 
was suspended Tuesday 


due to Takata’s coopera¬ 
tion, NHTSA officials said. 
Other civil penalties are still 
possible, they said. 

Still, it likely will be months 
or longer before Takata 
and other companies can 
manufacture all the need¬ 
ed replacement inflators. 
Inflators will be allocated 
to older cars and to high- 
humidity areas first, where 
people are most at risk, the 
agency said. The expan¬ 
sion will cost Takata millions 
of dollars. 

Takata CEO Shigehisa 
Takada said in a statement 
that the action is a “clear 
path” to restoring the trust 
of automakers and drivers. 
“We are committed to con¬ 
tinuing to work closely with 
NHTSA and our automaker 
customers to do everything 
we can to advance the 
safety of drivers," he saidO

Shooter was fixated on Zimmerman

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — A 

Florida man charged with 
shooting at George Zimmer¬ 
man last week had “a fixa¬ 
tion” on the former neigh¬ 
borhood watch leader and 
had recently been admit¬ 
ted to a mental institution, 
according to a police re¬ 
port made public Tuesday. 
The Lake Mary Police De¬ 
partment report said that 
36-year-old Matthew Ap¬ 
person had shown signs of 
paranoia, anxiety and bipo¬ 
lar disorder. 

Apperson’s attorney, Mi¬ 
chael LaFay, refused to 
comment on any past 
hospitalizations of Apper¬ 
son, but he questioned the 
qualifications of the Police 
Department to make any 
psychological or psychiatric 
diagnoses. 

“I’m unaware of any psy¬ 


chological or psychiatric 
degrees that are held by 
the officers at the Lake Mary 
Police Department,” LaFay 
told The Associated Press on 
Tuesday. “I’m going to take 
their diagnoses with a grain 
of salt.” ~ 

Zimmerman was acquit¬ 
ted of any crime two years 
ago for fatality shooting un¬ 
armed black teen Trayvon 
Martin. The case sparked 
protests and a national de¬ 
bate about race relations. 
The U.S. Justice Department 
later decided not to bring a 
civil rights case against Zim¬ 
merman. 

Zimmerman told officers he 
had been driving in the Or¬ 
lando suburb of Lake Mary 
last week when Apperson 
got behind his truck and 
yelled, “You remember me 
you fat mother f—?” ac¬ 
cording to the report. 
Apperson then yelled at 


Zimmerman, “You owe me 
your life. The only reason 
I didn’t press charges on 
you is because I wanted to 
kill you myself,” Zimmerman 
told detectives, according 
to the report. 

Zimmerman and Apperson 
had a previous road-rage 
encounter last September, 
when Apperson alleged 
that Zimmerman had threat¬ 
ened him. Apperson decid¬ 
ed not to pursue charges, 
and police officers were un¬ 
able to move forward with¬ 
out a car tag identified or 
witnesses. 

Two days later, Apperson 
called police to report that 
Zimmerman’s truck was 
parked near the disability- 
benefits office where he 
worked. Zimmerman told 
police officers he had an 
appointment in the same 
office park, and no charges 
were filed .□ 


Motorcycle gang shootout 
began as a parking dispute

WACO, Texas (AP) — A deadly weekend shootout in¬ 
volving rival motorcycle gangs apparently began with 
a parking dispute and someone running over a gang 
member’s foot, police said Tuesday. 

Police Sgt. W. Patrick Swanton said an uninvited group 
appeared for the meeting of a loose confederation of 
biker gangs held Sunday at a restaurant. 

One man was injured when a vehicle rolled over his foot. 
That caused a dispute that continued inside the restau¬ 
rant, where fighting and then shooting began, before 
the melee spilled back outside, Swanton said. 

When the shootout was over, nine people were dead 
and 18 wounded. 

About 50 weapons were confiscated, mostly knives and 
firearms, and Swanton said more than 100 weapons 
may be found once authorities are done analyzing the 
crime scene at the Twin Peaks restaurant. 

Preliminary autopsy results showed all nine of the dead 
were killed by gunshots. Most of the men were in their 
40s, but they ranged in age from 27 to 65, according to 
reports released by a McLennan County justice of the 
peace. 

Of the injured, seven remain hospitalized. Swanton de¬ 
scribed their conditions as stable. 

He said the investigation is being hampered by witness¬ 
es who “are not being honest with us.” 

Police are concerned that the brawl will invite retalia¬ 
tion and more violence, Swanton said. 

Authorities warned weeks ago of growing animosity be¬ 
tween rival motorcycle gangs, a feud that erupted into 
violence at the restaurant, which had drawn a large 
lunchtime crowd to a busy Waco shopping complex 
along Interstate 35. 

In a memo dated May 1, the Texas Department of Public 
Safety cautioned authorities about increasing violence 
between the Bandidos and the Cossacks, Dallas TV sta¬ 
tion WFAA reported Monday. 

McLennan County Sheriff Parnell McNamara has said all 
nine of those killed were part of those two groups. About 
170 bikers have been charged with engaging in orga¬ 
nized crime. Swanton said more arrests are likely. 
McLennan County Justice of the Peace W.H. Peterson 
set bond at $1 million for each suspect. He defended 
the high amount, citing the violence that quickly unfold¬ 
ed in a shopping market busy with a lunchtime crowd. 
The DPS Joint Information Center bulletin said the ten¬ 
sion could stem from Cossacks refusing to pay Bandi¬ 
dos dues for operating in Texas and for wearing a patch 
on their vest that claimed Texas as their turf without the 
Bandidos’ approval. 

“Traditionally, the Bandidos have been the dominant 
motorcycle club in Texas, and no other club is allowed 
to wear the Texas bar without their consent,” the bulletin

Surge in home construction is lifting hopes for US economy

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. housing market has 
given a sudden jolt to what 
appeared to be a slumping 
economy. 

Builders broke ground on 
homes last month at the 
fastest pace in more than 
seven years. The stepped- 
up construction is helping 
boost sales at stores like 
Home Depot and Lowe’s 
and improving the likeli¬ 
hood that the U.S. econ¬ 
omy will accelerate after 
likely shrinking early this 
year. 

In part, the surge in housing 
starts in April reflected a re¬ 
bound from a dismal winter 
that shut down construc¬ 
tion sites and hampered 
growth across the econo¬ 
my. Builders may struggle 
to maintain their robust 
April pace. But there is rea¬ 
son for optimism. 

For one thing, construction 
of single-family houses rose 
in regions of the country 
where winter weather had 
had little impact. For an¬ 
other, the rate of approved 
building permits — a harbin¬ 
ger of future construction 
— rose a solid 10 percent 
from March to April. That 
reflects buyer demand. 


“If you’re willing to buy a 
house, that speaks volumes 
about your confidence, job 
prospects and economic 
fortunes going forward,” 
said Michael Dolega, a se¬ 


lower oil prices cutting into 
factory orders.

The hints of a healthier 
economy follow a bleak 
first quarter. Growth is 
thought to have gone in re¬

pointed to strong pent-up 
demand. 

In part, the increased home 
building reflects a dual na¬ 
ture of the U.S. economy: 
Hiring has been solid even 
while overall economic 
growth has remained fee¬ 
ble. 

Employers added a healthy 
223,000 jobs in April, caus¬ 
ing the unemployment rate 
to slip to 5.4 percent from 
5.5 percent. The economy 
has gained about 3.1 mil¬ 
lion jobs — and paychecks 
— over the past 12 months. 
The economic growth that 
those paychecks should 
fuel has so far proved elu¬ 
sive. Even so, demand for 
housing has picked up. 
Sales of existing homes 
jumped 6 percent in March, 
the National Association of 
Realtors said last month. 

But a tight supply has been 
keeping a lid on sales: The 
market has just 4.6 months’ 
worth of available homes, 
compared with six months 
in what economists would 
consider a healthy market. 
Further strong construction 
could ease those worries 
about supply.Q 


American Living: 

For many low-income workers, calling in sick is a luxury

NEW YORK (AP) — For Shan¬ 
non Henderson, getting a 
cold or flu could be the dif¬ 
ference between putting 
food on the table and go¬ 
ing hungry. 

As a part-time customer 
service representative at a 
Wal-Mart in Sacramento, 
California, Henderson is 
one of an estimated 40 mil¬ 
lion American workers for 
who calling in sick is a lux¬ 
ury. If they don’t work, they 
don’t get paid. 

“I’m super afraid of get¬ 
ting sick,” said Henderson, 
29, who slathers on hand 
sanitizer at work in hopes of 
fending off illness. 

Paid sick leave is the next 
frontier in the fight for the 


country's lowest earners. 
Some of the same workers’ 
rights groups that grabbed 
headlines recently by push¬ 
ing companies for wage 
hikes are steering the con¬ 
versation toward paid sick 
leave. The debate has 
caught the attention of 
governments and compa¬ 
nies alike. 

President Barack Obama 
is calling for federal legis¬ 
lation that would require 
companies to guarantee 
workers paid sick days. And 
since San Francisco started 
requiring that in 2007, near¬ 
ly 20 cities and three states 
— Connecticut, Massachu¬ 
setts and California — have 
passed similar measures. 
New York, Maryland and 
other states are consider¬ 


ing laws too. And McDon¬ 
ald’s Corp. and Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc., which have 
announced wage hikes re¬ 
cently, are making chang¬ 
es to their paid sick leave 
policies. 

“Paid sick days are a job 
issue,” said Ellen Bravo, ex¬ 
ecutive director for Family 
Values @ Work, a network 
of coalitions fighting to pass 
paid sick days and family 
leave policies. “When you 
don’t have sick pay, you 
get docked.” 

The new focus comes amid 
wide disparities between 
the benefits received by 
the top and bottom rungs 
of the corporate ladder. 
Sixty-one percent of U.S. 
workers get at least one 
paid sick day, according to 


a national compensation 
survey of employee bene¬ 
fits conducted last year by 
the Bureau of Labor Statis¬ 
tics. 

But only 20 percent of work¬ 
ers whose wages are at 
the bottom 10 percent get 
paid sick leave, compared 
with 87 percent in the top 
10 percent. 

There's also a difference 
when comparing part-time 
and full-time employees: 
Seventy-four percent of 
full-time workers get paid 
sick leave, while 24 percent 
of part-time workers do, ac¬ 
cording to BLS. 

Despite the disparities, 
some industry groups are 
fighting against laws re¬ 
quiring sick leave pay. Lisa 
Horn, director of congres¬ 


sional affairs at Society for 
Human Resource Manage¬ 
ment, a human resource 
management trade group, 
says many companies are 
leaning toward policies 
that lump sick, personal 
and vacation days togeth¬ 
er. 

But she says laws force 
companies to scale back 
on those benefits to keep 
down the costs associat¬ 
ed with people taking sick 
days off. 

“These mandates have a 
chilling effect on employ¬ 
ers' ability to innovate and 
be creative with their leave 
options,” she said.

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Eileen Appelbaum, senior 
economist at Center for 
Economic and Policy Re¬ 
search, says mandated 
sick pay has not had a 
negative impact on some 
companies that have 
been surveyed. According 
to a survey the group did 
of businesses in Connecti¬ 
cut, which has required 
paid sick leave since 2012, 
one-third of workers took 
no paid sick leave. “They 
treat them as insurance,” 
she said. 

Big companies with op¬ 
erations nationwide are 


changing their paid sick 
leave policies ahead of 
legislation. 

In February, Wal-Mart, the 
largest U.S. private em¬ 
ployer, said within about a 
year it would end the one- 
day wait for sick pay for all 
full-time U.S. workers.

modest: scaling back Latin 
and Greek, rescheduling 
and expanding foreign lan¬ 
guage teaching, and let¬ 
ting schools — rather than 
the central government — 
decide how to spend 20 
percent of students’ time. 
But the plan prompted a 
strike on Tuesday, draw¬ 


ing criticism from both left¬ 
leaning teachers' unions 
and French conservatives. 
It’s a debate that is similar 
to discussions about under- 
performing students in the 
United States. 

French teachers’ unions, 
which routinely protest 
any changes, complain 
the reforms are superficial 
and were pushed through 
without consultation. Con¬ 
servatives fear an attack 
on France’s intellectual 
tradition.The government 
wants to add multi-disci¬ 
plinary classes and cut a 
well-respected bilingual 
program that enrolls about 
15 percent of top students 
in favor of expanding for¬ 
eign language classes to a 
broader range of younger 
children.

A seem¬ 
ingly more positive take on 
the period, titled “Society 
and culture in the Enlight¬ 
enment,” is an elective. 
Latin and Greek will be de- 
emphasized — currently 20 
percent of middle school¬ 
ers learn those ancient lan¬ 
guages — but still optional.

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13 people missing in Mexico after vigilantes withdraw 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Thir¬ 
teen people have been 
reported as having gone 
missing during vigilantes’ 
brief occupation of a vi¬ 
olence-wracked city in 
southern Mexico, 
a human rights official said 
Tuesday. 

The disappearances add¬ 
ed to confusion surround¬ 
ing the takeover of the city 
of Chilapa by so-called 
“community police" earlier 
this month. 

The vigilantes, claiming 


to be self-defense forces 
from surrounding towns, 
took over Chilapa on May 
9, purportedly to end vio¬ 
lence in a city being fought 
over by the rival Rojos and 
Ardillos drug gangs. 

The vigilantes disarmed lo¬ 
cal police and forced the 
police chief out, saying 
they suspected some of¬ 
ficers worked for Los Rojos. 
The vigilantes later returned 
the police weapons, a new 
chief was named and state 
and federal police were 


sent in to take charge of 
security. 

But some residents claim 
the vigilantes worked for 
Los Ardillos. 

Ramon Navarrete, the 
head of the Guerrero state 
human rights commission, 
said 13 people had been 
reported missing between 
May 9 and mid-month, 
when the vigilantes with¬ 
drew. He said residents ap¬ 
parently waited for the vigi¬ 
lantes to leave before filing 
police reports. 


“There appear to be a 
number that have gone 
unreported, because some 
people are afraid to file 
complaints ... That is some¬ 
thing we can understand,” 
Navarrete said. 

The Guerrero state pros¬ 
ecutor's office said in a 
statement later in the day 
that it had opened inves¬ 
tigations after receiving 
seven reports of 11 people 
being kidnapped between 
May 12 and May 15. It said 
other families had reported 


four other people as disap¬ 
peared. 

Violence has been so bad 
in Chilapa that a mayoral 
candidate was killed there 
in early May and a can¬ 
didate for governor was 
stopped by armed men in 
April.

Survivors stunned by loss in Colombian town hit by flood

SALGAR, Colombia (AP) — 

Hector Raul Henao weeps 
as he surveys the barren 
landscape of mud and up¬ 
rooted trees that for years 
was a vibrant community 
of small coffee farmers. Off 
in the distance, across the 
still raging La Libordiana ra¬ 
vine, he points to the zinc- 
roofed house he fled — 
one of just two left standing 
in an area devastated by 


a pre-dawn mudslide the 
killed at least 65 people. 

“I lost half my life,” he said 
Tuesday amid tears. 

When the earth rumbled, 
his 20-year-old son and 
two-month-old grand¬ 
daughter were asleep at 
another house directly in 
the flash flood's path. 

Both were killed along with 
several neighbors, many of 
whose bodies he says are 
still trapped in the mud. 

“I wish I had been the one 


killed but God willed it this 
way,” said Henao, who sur¬ 
vived along with his wife 
by forcing open a door 
against a raging current 
and fleeing to the jungled 
mountain rising directly 
from their home. 

As the small mountain town 
of Salgar began digging 
out after Monday’s dev¬ 
astation, the tales of hu¬ 
man tragedy multiplied. 
Survivors recalled being 
stirred from their beds by 


a loud rumble and neigh¬ 
bors’ shouts, barely having 
enough time to gather their 
loved ones. 

The death toll, which au¬ 
thorities put at 65, was likely 
to grow as an undeter¬ 
mined number of people, 
perhaps as many as 100, 
remained unaccounted 
for. 

Authorities said they were 
too busy searching for bod¬ 
ies and assisting survivors at 
makeshift shelters to give 


a precise estimate of how 
many are missing. 

Many of the dead are be¬ 
lieved buried in the grey 
moonscape along with 
dozens of homes, bridges 
and even a grade school 
that locals say is where for¬ 
mer President Alvaro Uribe 
studied as a child growing 
up in his mother's home¬ 
town.

Fight of 
century 
is now battle 
in court as fans 
sue Pacquiao

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Boxing 
fans across the country 
and their lawyers are call¬ 
ing the hyped-up fight be¬ 
tween Manny Pacquiao 
and Floyd Mayweather 
Jr. a fraud and want their 
money back, and then 
some. 

At least 32 U.S. lawsuits 
seeking class-action status 
allege Pacquiao should 
have disclosed a shoulder 
injury to fans before the 
fight, which Mayweather 
won in a unanimous deci¬ 
sion after 12 rounds that 
most fans thought didn’t 
live up to the hype. 

Fight of the century? More 
like fraud of the century, 
the lawsuits contend. 

“The fight was not great, 
not entertaining, not elec¬ 
trifying. It was boring, slow 
and lackluster," according 
to a lawsuit filed in Texas 
alleging racketeering, a 
claim usually reserved for 
organized crime.

Kraft: Patriots won’t appeal team’s fine, draft penalties

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 

Now that Patriots owner 
Robert Kraft is not appeal¬ 
ing his team's punishments 
in the deflated footballs 
scandal, only his quarter¬ 
back’s challenge remains. 
Moments after Kraft said 
Tuesday he won’t oppose 
the $1 million fine and loss 
of two draft choices the 
NFL penalized the team 
for its role in using underin¬ 
flated footballs in the AFC 
championship game, the 
players’ union reasserted 
that Tom Brady’s appeal 
will go forward. 

Brady, the MVP of Febru¬ 
ary’s Super Bowl and one 
of the league’s biggest 
stars, has been suspended 
for the first four games of 
the 2015 season by the NFL. 
So while Kraft sought to 
end the “dialogue and 
rhetoric,” it's certain “De- 
flategate" won't disap¬ 
pear anytime soon. 

At the owners meetings, 
Kraft said he was putting 
the league before his fran¬ 
chise because “at no time 
should the agenda of one 
team outweigh the collec¬ 
tive good of the 32." 

The Patriots will lose a first- 
round draft pick next year 
and a fourth-rounder in 
2017. 

“When the discipline corn¬ 
ea out, I felt it was way over 
the top,” Kraft said, adding 
that if he had made his 
decision last week, “I think 
maybe it might have been 
a different one.” 


But after further consider¬ 
ation, he cited “believing 
in the strength of the (NFL) 
partnership and the 32 
teams" for dropping any 
appeal plans. 

Kraft also recognized the 
powers given to Commis¬ 
sioner Roger Goodell. 
“Although I might disagree 
in what is decided, I do 
have respect for the com¬ 
missioner, and believe he 
is doing what he perceives 
to be in the best interest of 
the 32,” Kraft added. 

Kraft would not take any 
questions Tuesday about 
his decision nor about 
Brady’s appeal, which will 
be heard by Goodell. But 
he has said he’s convinced 
Brady played no part in 
deflating the footballs. 
Brady's appeal will be 
heard within the next 
week. On Tuesday, the 
union formally requested 
that Goodell recuse him¬ 
self from serving as arbitra¬ 
tor, saying he is not impar¬ 
tial and that he is a “cen¬ 
tral witness in the appeal.” 
An NFL spokesman said 
the league would have no 
comment. 

Kraft was livid when the 
Wells Report, which was 
commissioned by the 
NFL and took nearly four 
months to compile, con¬ 
tained what he termed 
“all circumstantial, no hard 
evidence.” He said Tues¬ 
day that “the entire pro¬ 
cess has taken too long; it's 
four months after the AFC 
championship game, and 
we are still talking about air 


pressure ... in footballs.” 

This is the second time in 
Kraft's 21 years as owner 
that the Patriots have been 
disciplined for breaking NFL 
rules. In 2007, they were 
penalized for videotaping 
New York Jets signals dur¬ 
ing a game. They didn’t 
challenge fines of $500,000 
against coach Bill Belichick 


and $250,000 against the 
club, along with the loss of 
a first-round draft pick. 

Kraft has long been a 
confidant and adviser to 
Goodell and was one of 
the owners who champi¬ 
oned Goodell to replace 
Paul Tagliabue in 2006. 
Kraft also was one of the 
leaders in getting key own¬ 
ers and the union together 
to end the 2011 lockout, 
and he’s been a major 
force in negotiations with 
TV networks. 

In other words, a team 
player, something he 
stressed in his short news 
conference Tuesday. 
“What I’ve learned over 
the last 21 years is the heart 
and soul and strength of 


the NFL,” he said, “is the 
partnership of 32 teams.” 
Outside the Ritz-Carlton, 
Chase Bender, a 21-year- 
old senior at Cal-Berkeley 
who identified himself as a 
football fan, made his own 
statement. He had a pile 
of deflated footballs and 
a bag full of more, along 
with a Patriots helmet. 
Bender began sitting out¬ 
side the hotel around 10 
a.m. with hopes of hav¬ 
ing a word with Kraft, or 
at least get him to sign the 
helmet. 

“I don't really think they 
cheated," he said. “If they 
did, just say sorry and that 
you know it was wrong, ac¬ 
cept your penalty and get 
on with it."Q

Arizona broke a four-game 
losing streak. 

The Marlins lost their fourth 
in a row and seventh in 
eight games. 

Rubby De La Rosa pitched 
a career-high nine innings 
for the Diamondbacks. Yas- 
many Tomas had a two-run 
double in the fourth for Ari¬ 
zona. 

Addison Reed (1-2) pitched 
around two walks in the 
12th inning. Diamondbacks 
rookie Enrique Burgos 
earned his first career save.

were “nothing but a cash- 
grab.”

What's sought in each is 
the same: a jury trial and 
at least $5 million in dam¬ 
ages, the threshold for fed¬ 
eral class-action lawsuits. 


along with HBO, Showtime 
and cable companies. 
Representatives for Pac¬ 
quiao and Top Rank Pro¬ 
motions, HBO and Show¬ 
time had no comment on 
the lawsuits.

Experts in resolving legal 
disputes doubt disgruntled 
boxing fans will be able to 
claim victory. 

“They'd have more law¬ 
suits if they didn't hold 
the fight,” said Maureen 
Weston, director of Pep- 
perdine University's en¬ 
tertainment, media and 
sports dispute-resolution 
project. 

If a fight is what fans were 
paying for, the boxers un¬ 
questionably delivered, 
she said. Just because 
people didn't like the show 
doesn't mean they get 
their money back, Weston 
said. 

Ultimately the question is: 
Who did Pacquiao have 
a legal duty to explain his 
injury to? 

Short answer: He didn’t 
have to tell viewers, she 
said. The only contract 
viewers had was with their 
cable companies, which 
had contracts with HBO 
and Showtime. 


It’s not the first time cus¬ 
tomers have gone to court 
when things didn’t go quite 
the way they expected in 
the field of entertainment. 
Remember Milli Vanilli? 
Music fans in the 1990s ar¬ 
gued the lip-synching pop 
duo owed them a refund 
once it was revealed they 
weren’t actually singing. 

Or the bite-fight with Mike 
Tyson? Sports fans may 
have gotten an earful, 
but they contended they 
didn't pay to see a boxing 


match only for it to be dis¬ 
qualified. 

Neither resulted in judg¬ 
ments for refund-seeking 
customers. Milli Vanilli fans 
got a buck or two back in 
a settlement. 

So if viewers were prom¬ 
ised a fight, and they got 
a 12-round fight, isn’t that 
enough? 

Lawyer Caleb Marker, who 
represents clients in two 
separate class-action suits

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Egg Yolks

A favorite dish of mine in 
a Japanese restaurant is a 
raw quail egg yolk on sea 
urchin eggs. A variable 
“cholesterol bomb”, one of 
my colleagues called it a 
while back with a shudder. 
Notice that the Japanese 
sushi chef throws away the 
white of the egg. A good 
thing, since raw egg whites 
should never be con¬ 
sumed. Egg whites contain 
substances that remove 
vitamins from your body. 
Additionally, egg whites 
contain trypsin inhibitors, 
which could possibly inhibit 
proper digestion of protein, 
and growth. Cooking the 
egg for just a few minutes 
destroys these and other 
harmful compounds. 

The reason an urban myth 
has survived for twenty 
years about the dangers of 
eating egg yolks is because 
only one egg yolk contains 
about 213 milligrams of 
cholesterol. This is about the 
same amount as my other 
favorite food, olive oil that is 
also loaded with cholester¬ 
ol. However, any clinical nu¬ 
tritionist will tell you that the 
different types of cholester¬ 
ol are not the same. Olive 
oil, like egg yolks both have 
a high content of monoun- 
saturated fatty acids and 
antioxidative substances. 
In lay terms, both of these 
great foods are rich in HDL, 
the "good” cholesterol. 

If you are the type that en¬ 
joys the convenience of 
taking your dietary supple¬ 
ment as a multivitamin, you 
should consider including 
soft boiled or poached 


eggs in your diet. They 
come close to having ev¬ 
erything a good multivita¬ 
min provides. Eggs are low 
in sodium and are a good 
source of protein, riboflavin. 
Vitamin B12, Pantothenic 
acid, phosphorus, and se¬ 
lenium. Additionally, there 
are amino acids, the build¬ 
ing blocks that construct 
your body's protein and a 
great source of lecithin. 

In fact, the word “lecithin,” 
comes from the Greek word 
"lekithos” meaning "egg 
yolk”. Other foods that con¬ 
tain lecithin include: butter, 
peanuts and peanut but¬ 
ter, potatoes, cauliflower, 
tomatoes, banana, milk, or¬ 
anges, lentils, oats, barley, 
corn, sesame seeds, flax 
seeds, whole wheat and 
human breast milk. 

Notice I said, butter, not 
margarine. Margarine may 
contain up to 45 percent 
of artificially created un¬ 
healthy trans-fats. No more 
fattening than margarine, 
butter has been in the diet 
for thousands of years so 
you know we are digest¬ 
ing it. Besides lecithin, but¬ 
ter is a rich source of easily 
absorbed vitamin A, E, K, D 
and selenium, a powerful 
antioxidant. 

With all the people afraid 
to eat egg yolks, the rich¬ 
est source of choline found 
in modern diets comes not 
from a food, but from an 
additive called lecithin. 
Lecithin is most often add¬ 
ed to foods as an emulsi¬ 
fier which helps keeps food 
blended. As a dietary sup¬ 
plement, I consider lecithin 


supplementation to be es¬ 
sential for everyone. In our 
clinic I see patient's daily 
suffering from fatigue, in¬ 
somnia, kidney and blad¬ 
der problems, high choles¬ 
terol levels, nerve-muscle 
problems, including cardio¬ 
vascular disease, infertility, 
liver and gallbladder prob¬ 
lems, anemia, and high 
blood pressure. The impact 
of choline deficiency may 
be to rob the body of its 
nervous system messaging 
molecule, acetylcholine, 
which cannot be made 
without choline. 

Lecithin in your body keeps 
your cell membranes, the 
gates through which nu¬ 
trients enter and wastes 
leave your cells, functioning 
properly: allows your nerves 
to communicate with your 
muscles; and prevent the 
build-up of homocysteine 
in your blood. Homocyste¬ 
ine is a harmful compound 
that is associated with car¬ 
diovascular disease and 
osteoporosis. Since lecithin 
has fat-modifying effects, 
lecithin helps prevent fatty 
build-up in the liver. 

An important component 
of lecithin is choline. In the 
late 1930s scientists dis¬ 
covered that tissue from 
the pancreas contained a 
substance that could help 
prevent fatty build-up in 
the liver. This substance was 
named choline after the 
Greek word "chole”, which 
means bile. Since the 1930s, 
research has shown that 
choline is in fact, a compo¬ 
nent of every human cell. 
Bile, which is made in our liv¬ 
er, helps fat become com¬ 
patible with water, so that 
fat-based substances can 
get transported around the 
body in the water-based 


world of our blood. Here 
is where lecithin can help 
control blood cholesterol 
levels. Because of its role 
in nerve-muscle function, 
lecithin has been used to 
help improve neuromuscu¬ 
lar function in Alzheimer’s 
disease and plays a critical 
role in memory functions 
and learning difficulties.

In very young ba¬ 
bies a continuing deficien¬ 
cy can produce impaired 
growth, and abnormalities 
in bone formation. 

The exciting news is that 
providing lecithin to preg¬ 
nant and nursing women 
has positive results on the 
brain of her newborn child. 
Medical data on lecithin 
suggests that simply supple¬ 
menting the diets of preg¬ 
nant women with this one 
nutrient could affect their 
children’s lifelong learning 
and memory. It seems leci¬ 
thin can boost cognitive 
function, diminish age-re¬ 
lated memory decline, and 
reduce the brain's vulner¬ 
ability to toxic substances. 
Eggs are nutritious. They’re 
nutrient dense which 
means that eggs provide a 
good proportion of need¬ 
ed nutrients for the calories 
they provide. Eating nutri¬ 
ent-dense foods is particu¬ 
larly important for children 
as well as older adults be¬ 
cause their energy needs 
are less but their nutrient 
needs are still high. Nutrient 
density is also important for 
anyone of any age who is 
trying to lose weight. One of 


the reasons for eating eggs 
is for the lecithin and sup¬ 
plementing your diet with a 
quality lecithin supplement 
give us a healthy boost.

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Not Your Ma's Bell: AT&T evolves beyond phones

NEW YORK (AP) - The com¬ 
pany whose name has 
long been synonymous 
with telephones is looking 
for new ways to reach out 
and touch someone. 

AT&T, which had a popu¬ 
lar “Reach Out and Touch 
Someone” slogan in the 
1980s, now wants to be 
on your TV, car and even 
trashcan. 

AT&T Inc. is spending $48.5 
billion to buy satellite TV 
provider DirecTV as it looks 
for new ways to package 
access - wireless and wired 
-with traditional and online 
video. 

It’s also revamping its 
stores to showcase other 
services, including the abil¬ 
ity to unlock your home’s 
front doors through an app 
to let in contractors. It’s 
equipping cars with data 
connections for diagnostic, 
roadside assistance and 
entertainment systems. It’s 
even putting data sen¬ 
sors into inanimate objects 
such as parking meters 
and water pipes to build 
smarter cities. 

And last year, the com¬ 
pany adopted “Mobilizing 
Your World” as its slogan to 
reflect a desire to be part 
of your entire life, not just 
on phones. 

“We don’t view ourselves 
as a phone company 
anymore,” said Ralph de 
la Vega, the company’s 
longtime mobile chief who 
took on greater responsibil¬ 
ities beyond phones after a 
company reorganization. 
Driving the transformation 
is a slowdown in the U.S. 
phone business, given that 
most Americans already 
have cellphones. And al¬ 
though people have been 
using their cellphones 
more heavily, especially to 
watch video, that hasn’t 
translated into a corre¬ 


sponding increase in rev¬ 
enue, largely because of 
price competition. 

All phone companies have 
been looking beyond 
phones for growth, but 
none of them has been 
as aggressive as AT&T, the 
second-largest U.S. wire¬ 
less carrier. No. 1 carrier 
Verizon announced a $4.4 
billion bid last week to buy 
AOL for its advertising and 
video services, but AT&T's 


DirecTV bid is 11 times that 
amount. The deal, which 
AT&T hopes to complete 
within weeks, would make 
AT&T the leading tradition¬ 
al TV provider in the U.S., 
surpassing Comcast, and 
push AT&T farther into Latin 
America, where DirecTV is 
strong. 

“As the U.S. industry has 
gotten more competitive, 
they’ve made some steps 
to diversify,” said Jon At¬ 
kin, an analyst with RBC 
Capital Markets. “Verizon 
has a little bit less product 
diversity, and certainly less 
geographic diversity - if 
you want to call it, greater 


focus.” 

AT&T’s transition has been 
years in the making as 
wireless supplanted land¬ 
line phones. But the move 
beyond phones - wireless 
or otherwise - is acceler¬ 
ating with the impending 
DirecTV purchase and a 
growth in car models with 
connectivity built in. 

Of course, the phone isn't 
going away. AT&T typi¬ 
cally gets more monthly 


revenue for smartphone 
service (up to $40) than a 
tablet, wristwatch or car 
connection ($10 each). 
These emerging businesses 
represent ways to get that 
same phone customer to 
pay more: 

- With DirecTV, AT&T will be 
able to package video in 
new ways. AT&T already 
provides traditional TV ser¬ 
vices to 6 million house¬ 
holds in 21 states through 
fixed-wire lines. DirecTV 
would add more than 20 
million households nation¬ 
wide, and the combined 
26 million would exceed 
Comcast’s 22 million for TV. 


AT&T wants to add wireless 
to packages now made 
of TV, Internet and wired 
phone lines. And it wants 
to distribute video content 
to more places, including 
phones and the backseats 
of cars. 

“We believe that going for¬ 
ward, when people start 
making decisions around 
mobile services, it’s going 
to be around what I can 
do with those services. Can 


I watch video that’s impor¬ 
tant when I’m on the go or 
wherever I am?” said John 
Stankey, AT&T’s chief strat¬ 
egy officer. 

- Cars, meanwhile, con¬ 
tributed to more than half 
of the 1.2 million wireless 
service connections that 
AT&T added in the first 
quarter. These are primarily 
car manufacturers need¬ 
ing data connections for 
diagnostic systems and 
consumer-facing services 
such as OnStar navigation 
and roadside assistance. 
AT&T has partnerships with 
eight car manufacturers, 
including General Mo¬ 


tors, Ford and BMW, and 
expects to be the data- 
service provider for half of 
the new wireless-connect¬ 
ed passenger vehicles this 
year. 

While AT&T sells data con¬ 
nections to car manufac¬ 
turers - in some cases, to 
resell to drivers as part of 
OnStar and the like - AT&T 
is also targeting consum¬ 
ers directly with the prom¬ 
ise of backseat entertain¬ 
ment and other benefits. 
(It hasn’t said how many 
have subscribed, though 
the business appears small 
for now.) 

- With AT&T’s Digital Life 
home-automation and se¬ 
curity services, people can 
unlock doors, turn off lights 
and check security cam¬ 
eras remotely through an 
app. 

- And AT&T is making a big 
push for business and gov¬ 
ernment customers. After 
selling them wireless and 
wired phone connections, 
it’s selling them new ways 
to use those connections, 
such as vehicle tracking 
and mobile timecards for 
payroll. 

But why stop at employ¬ 
ees? AT&T is also selling 
new types of wireless con¬ 
nections for water pipes to 
warn of leaks and garbage 
cans to say when they are 
full. AT&T might get a cut of 
any savings when garbage 
trucks don’t have to drive 
to nearly empty cans. 

AT&T is also developing sys¬ 
tems that analyze traffic 
patterns, so traffic can be 
rerouted before conges¬ 
tion forms. A car skidding 
on a patch of ice might 
even warn other vehicles 
behind it, without any hu¬ 
man intervention. 

Some of these projects 
are in research labs, while 
others have real custom¬ 
ers in trials and smaller 
deployments.Q 
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Wal-Mart IQ Stores Inc. profit falls in Q1 on pay raises

NEW YORK (AP) — Wal- 
Mart Stores Inc. reported 
a 7 percent drop in first- 
quarter profit as the strong 
dollar and some efforts to 
improve its business hurt its 
bottom line. 

The company said Tuesday 
that higher worker wages 
and increased spending 
on its online operations 
were among the reasons 
its results missed Wall Street 
estimates. On the news, in¬ 


vestors sent the company's 
shares down more 4 per¬ 
cent. 

Greg Foran, who had been 
president and CEO of Wal- 
Mart Asia and took over 
Wal-Mart’s U.S. business last 
summer, asked for investor 
patience. 

“We’re not interested in 
reaching our goals, but 
reaching them in a way 
which is sustainable for fhe 
long term,” Foran said in a 
pre-recorded call. “This re¬ 
quires a steady execution. 


a pace that is fast but cal¬ 
culated, and one that al¬ 
lows us to get it right.” 
Wal-Mart's results adds to 
questions about the health 
of consumer spending. 
The latest government re¬ 
tail sales figures showed 
spending was flat in April, 
and Macy’s, Kohl’s and J.C. 
Penney announced disap¬ 
pointing results despite low 
gas prices and improve¬ 
ments in the job market. 
Because of its size and 
reach, Wal-Mart is a barom¬ 


eter of consumer spending. 
The company, based in 
Bentonville, 

Arkansas, had a 1.1 per¬ 
cent increase for sales at 
U.S. Wal-Mart stores open 
at least a year. 

It was its third consecutive 
quarter of increases, but 
the growth was slightly be¬ 
low analysts’ expectations. 
The company is facing 
challenges, including that 
its low-income shoppers 
are struggling: Wal-Mart 
pointed out that its custom¬ 


ers are either pocketing tax 
refunds and fheir savings 
from lower gas prices or us¬ 
ing fhe extra money to pay 
down debt or bills like utili¬ 
ties. 

The company also is deal¬ 
ing with competition from 
the likes of online king 
Amazon.com, dollar stores 
and grocers. 

It’s also dealing with a shift 
among shoppers seeking 
the convenience of small 
stores or buying on their 
mobile devices and PCs. □ 


Wall Street drifts away from latest record highs

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market slipped back 
from its latest record high 
in a listless day of trading 
Tuesday. Oil companies 
and drillers tugged major 
indexes down as the price 
of crude oil dropped for a 
fifth day straight. 

Wal-Mart Stores fell after 
reporting weak sales and a 
drop in quarterly earnings, 
a result of raises for workers 
and a rising dollar squeez¬ 
ing its profits. Wal-Mart's 
stock sank $3.49, or 4 per¬ 
cent, to $76.43. 

Major indexes headed low¬ 
er at the opening of trad¬ 
ing, wavered between tiny 
gains and losses through¬ 
out the morning then spent 
much of the afternoon sit¬ 
ting still. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index has gained 
2 percent this month, set¬ 
ting record highs along 
the way. “But it hasn't felt 
like it,” said Hank Smith, 
chief investment officer af 


Haverford Trust. “The mar¬ 
ket pulls back slightly one 
day, then moves ahead. It 
has been a grind." 

The S&P 500 lost 1.37 points, 
a sliver of a percent, to 
2,127.83. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite dipped 8.41 points, 
or 0.2 percent, to 5,070.03. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average managed a slight 
gain, edging up 13.51 
points, or 0.1 percent, to 
18,312.39. That marked the 
fourth straight daily gain 
for the Dow. The govern¬ 
ment reported that build¬ 
ers started work on new 
houses at the fastest pace 
in seven years. Housing 
starts jumped 20.2 percent 
to an annual rate of 1.14 
million homes, the fastest 
clip since November 2007. 
The news helped lift shares 
in D.R. Horton, PulteGroup 
and other builders. “The 
housing market comes 
back in the spring, is what 
realtors always say, and 
boy is this true today,” said 
Christopher Rupkey, chief 


financial economist at 
MUFG Union Bank, in a note 
to clients. 

In other trading, Take-Two 
Interactive, the company 
behind the “Grand Theft 
Auto” video games, surged 
18 percent after posting 
earnings that trounced an¬ 
alysts’ estimates. The com¬ 


pany’s stock jumped $4.42 
to $28.62. 

Major indexes in Europe 
closed with solid gains. 
Germany’s DAX surged 
2.2 percent, while France’s 
CAC 40 picked up 2.1 per¬ 
cent. Britain's FTSE 100 rose 
0.4 percent. 

The rally in Europe came 


after an official with the 
European Central Bank 
said that it would step up 
its bond-buying program 
in May and June to avoid 
slow trading in the summer 
months. The ECB’s effort 
tends to support stock and 
bond markets while weak¬ 
ening the euro.Q 


Home Depot nails it in IQ as housing rebound emerges

NEW YORK (AP) — 

A busy spring pushed Home 
Depot's first-quarter profit 
and revenue above Wall 
Street expectations and 
the home improvement re¬ 
tailer raised its projections 
for both in 2015. 

Sales at U.S. stores open at 
least a year was also better 
than most had expected, 
rising 7.1 percent. 

Many retailers have been 


struggling, but that is not 
the case at companies 
that cater to home own¬ 
ers. Both Lowe’s and Home 
Depot have seen compa¬ 
rable-store sales in the U.S. 
rise for three consecutive 
quarters now. 

And on Tuesday, the U.S. 
released housing data that 
backed up economist pre¬ 
dictions of a housing mar¬ 
ket that may be about to 
take off. According to the 
Commerce Department, 


housing starts last month in¬ 
creased to a pace that has 
not been seen since the 
start of the recession. 

That activity is playing out 
increasingly in the aisles of 
Home Depot. 

“We had a stronger than 
expected start to the year 
as we experienced a more 
normal spring across much 
of the country and con¬ 
tinued recovery of the 
U.S. housing market,” said 
Chairman and CEO Craig 


Menear. 

Home Depot earned $1.58 
billion, or $1.21 per share, 
for the three months ended 
May 3. That compares with 
$1.38 billion, or $1 per share, 
a year earlier. 

Earnings, adjusted for pre¬ 
tax gains came to $1.16 
per share, a penny better 
than analysts had expect¬ 
ed, according to a survey 
by Zacks Investment Re¬ 
search. 

Revenue climbed to $20.89 


billion from $19.69 billion, 
also edging out expecta¬ 
tions. 

The Home Depot Inc. now 
sees 2015 earnings rising 
about 11 percent to 12 per¬ 
cent, to $5.24 to $5.27 per 
share. 

That tops Wall Street per- 
share earnings projections 
of $5.23, according fo Facf- 
Set. 

Revenue is expected to 
climb approximately 4.2 
percent to 4.8 percent. □ 
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Fraternity of Failure

Jeb Bush wants to stop talking 
about past controversies. And 
you can see why. He has a lot 
to stop talking about. But let’s 
not honor his wish. You can 
learn a lot by studying recent 
history, and you can learn even 
more by watching how politi¬ 
cians respond to that history. 
The big “Let’s move on” story 
of the past few days involved 
Bush’s response when asked in 
an interview whether, knowing 
what he knows now, he would 
have supported the 2003 inva¬ 
sion of Iraq. He answered that 
yes, he would. No WMD? No 
stability after all the lives and 
money expended? No prob¬ 
lem. 

Then he tried to walk it back. 
He “interpreted the question 
wrong,” and isn’t interested 
in engaging “hypotheticals.” 
Anyway, “going back in time” 
is a “disservice” to those who 
served in the war. 

Take a moment to savor the 
cowardice and vileness of that 
last remark. And, no, that’s not 
hyperbole. Bush is trying to hide 
behind the troops, pretending 
that any criticism of political 
leaders - especially, of course, 
his brother, the commander in 
chief - is an attack on the cour¬ 
age and patriotism of those 
who paid the price for their 
superiors’ mistakes. That’s sink¬ 
ing very low, and it tells us a lot 
more about the candidate’s 
character than any number of 
up-close-and-personal inter¬ 
views. 

Wait, there’s more: Incred¬ 
ibly, Bush resorted to the old 
passive-voice dodge, admit¬ 
ting only that “mistakes were 
made.” Indeed. By whom? 
Well, earlier this year Bush re¬ 
leased a list of his chief advisers 
on foreign policy, and it was a 
who’s-who of mistake-makers, 
people who played essential 
roles in the Iraq disaster and 
other debacles. 

Seriously, consider that list, 
which includes such luminaries 
as Paul Wolfowitz, who insisted 
that we would be welcomed 
as liberators and that the war 
would cost almost nothing, 
and Michael Chertoff, who as 
director of the Department of 
Homeland Security during Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina was unaware 
of the thousands of people 
stranded at the New Orleans 
convention center without 
food and water. 

In Bushworld, in other words, 
playing a central role in cata¬ 
strophic policy failure doesn’t 
disqualify you from future influ¬ 
ence. If anything, a record of 


being disastrously wrong on 
national security issues seems 
to be a required credential. 
Voters, even Republican pri¬ 
mary voters, may not share that 
view, and the past few days 
have probably taken a toll on 
Bush’s presidential prospects. In 
a way, however, that’s unfair. 
Iraq is a special problem for the 
Bush family, which has a history 
both of never admitting mis¬ 
takes and of sticking with loyal 
family retainers no matter how 
badly they perform. But refusal 
to learn from experience, com¬ 
bined with a version of politi¬ 
cal correctness in which you’re 
only acceptable if you have 
been wrong about crucial is¬ 
sues, is pervasive in the modern 
Republican Party. 

Take my usual focus, econom¬ 
ic policy. If you look at the list 
of economists who appear to 
have significant influence on 
Republican leaders, including 
the likely presidential candi¬ 
dates, you find that nearly all 
of them agreed, back during 
the “Bush boom,” that there 
was no housing bubble and 
the American economic future 
was bright; that nearly all of 
them predicted that the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve’s efforts to fight 
the economic crisis that devel¬ 
oped when that nonexistent 
bubble popped would lead to 
severe inflation; and that near¬ 
ly all of them predicted that 
Obamacare, which went fully 
into effect in 2014, would be a 
huge job-killer. 

Given how badly these pre¬ 
dictions turned out - we had 
the biggest housing bust in 
history, inflation paranoia has 
been wrong for six years and 
counting, and 2014 delivered 
the best job growth since 1999 
- you might think that there 
would be some room in the 
GOP for economists who didn’t 
get everything wrong. But there 
isn’t. Having been completely 
wrong about the economy, 
like having been completely 
wrong about Iraq, seems to be 
a required credential. 

What’s going on here? My best 
explanation is that we’re wit¬ 
nessing the effects of extreme 
tribalism. On the modern right, 
everything is a political litmus 
test. Anyone who tried to think 
through the pros and cons of 
the Iraq War was, by definition, 
an enemy of President George 
W. Bush and probably hated 
America; anyone who ques¬ 
tioned whether the Federal Re¬ 
serve was really debasing the 
currency was surely an enemy 
of capitalism and freedom. 

It doesn’t matter that the skep¬ 
tics have been proved right. 
Simply raising questions about 
the orthodoxies of the moment 
leads to excommunication, 
from which there is no coming 
back. So the only “experts” left 
standing are those who made 
all the approved mistakes. It’s 
kind of a fraternity of failure: 
men and women united by a 
shared history of getting ev¬ 
erything wrong, and refusing 
to admit it. Will they get the 
chance to add more chapters 
to their reign of error?Q 



The Greatest Generation of Scientists

A great man died late last 
month, one of the last of the pi¬ 
oneering biologists who essen¬ 
tially created the modern sci¬ 
ence of molecular biology. His 
name was Alexander Rich; he 
was 90 years old; and he had 
spent the past 57 years as a 
professor at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, where 
he was still going to work right 
up until the last two months of 
his life. 

In her obituary of Rich in The 
Times last week, Denise Gellene 
recounted some of his scientific 
achievements: In 1973, some 
20 years after James Watson 
and Francis Crick worked out 
the structure of DNA - theo¬ 
retically at least - Rich proved 
them right, using “X-rays to pro¬ 
duce a distinct image of the 
famous double helix.” He then 
went on to make important dis¬ 
coveries about the structure of 
ribonucleic acid, or RNA, and 
the way RNA translated genet¬ 
ic information in DNA. His work 
on RNA and DNA is one of the 
foundations of biotechnology 
and the biotech industry. 

Rich was a scientist with a 
wide-ranging curiosity. In a vid¬ 
eo that was put together when 
he won an important award in 
2008, Rich talked about “the 
excitement associated with a 
discovery. You see something 
new,” he said. “When some¬ 
body else makes a discovery 
and I read about it, I get that 


same boost of awe and won¬ 
der about nature.” 

In his lifetime, he met Albert Ein¬ 
stein, worked under Linus Paul¬ 
ing and knew everyone from 
Crick and Watson to the great 
physicists Leo Szilard and Rich¬ 
ard Feynman. Rich co-founded 
several companies. He men¬ 
tored scientists who would go 
on to make their own impor¬ 
tant discoveries. He helped 
establish Israel’s Weizmann 
Institute of Science, which is 
today one of that country’s 
leading scientific institutions. He 
was a member of the Pugwash 
Conferences on Science and 
World Affairs, whose founding 
mission was to eliminate nucle¬ 
ar weapons. 

“Alex lived a rich and impor¬ 
tant life,” wrote Phillip Sharp, a 
scientist at MIT who was close 
to him. 

That he did. 

But as I looked into his life this 
week, three things struck me, 
all of which could be said not 
only of Rich but of most mem¬ 
bers of that remarkable gen¬ 
eration. 

The first was how madden¬ 
ingly difficult - and painstaking 
- it was to create the building 
blocks of molecular biology. In 
the early 1950s, recalled Jack 
Strominger, a scientist at Har¬ 
vard who was Rich’s roommate 
in college, the federal govern¬ 
ment did not hand out grants 
to scientists the way it does to¬ 
day; so just getting the money 
to do science was hard. 

“You walk into a lab today 
and you see the rows of equip¬ 
ment,” Strominger said. 
Equipment was much harder to 
come by, and not as precise. 
“As late as the 1980s,” he said, 
“X-ray crystallography was a 
difficult field. Now a young per¬ 
son can do it quickly.” 

It took many years - of trial and 
error - before Rich proved, 
through X-ray crystallography, 
that the Crick and Watson dou¬ 
ble helix structure was correct. 
“Persistence is luck,” Rich was 
known to say. 

That certainly was true of his 
generation of biologists. 


The second insight was how 
collaborative the scientists 
were. One good example 
was something called the RNA 
Tie Club, of which Rich was 
a member. Founded by the 
physicist George Gamow, it 
was a collaborative effort to 
figure out the structure of RNA. 
(Each member was given a tie 
with a green-and-yellow RNA 
helix; hence the name of the 
group.) Although the mem¬ 
bers met infrequently, they cir¬ 
culated papers among each 
other and talked freely about 
their ideas, not fearing that 
their ideas would be stolen or 
misused. 

That kind of collaboration is 
something that has been large¬ 
ly lost in the scientific world. 
“Everything is so much more 
competitive now,” Strominger 
said. 

Scientists today are more likely 
to look for niches they can 
dominate. They compete to 
get their discoveries published 
ahead of rivals. Or to start a 
biotech company and make 
millions. 

“It would be pretty hard to 
capture the flavor of that pe¬ 
riod again,” Strominger said. 
Finally, one gets the sense - 
and this is especially true of 
Rich - that they didn’t get into 
science to get rich or become 
famous. They loved science for 
its own sake. Rich would call 
other scientists, often in the 
evening, just to talk shop. 

“I never saw Alex bad-mouth 
another scientist, even when 
he had reason to,” said Robert 
Gallo, the director of the Insti¬ 
tute of Human Virology at the 
University of Maryland School 
of Medicine. “I don’t know 
anybody who was more in¬ 
terested in science for its own 
sake than that man. He lived it 
and loved it.” 

In the course of talking to 
Strominger, I discovered that, 
at 89, he is also still going to 
work every day. Why didn’t sci¬ 
entists like him and Rich retire? 

I asked. 

“Why should we?” he replied. 
“It’s too much fun.

President Juan Manuel 
Santos, who traveled to 
the town to oversee re¬ 
lief efforts, said several 
children lost their par¬ 
ents and the bodies of 
those killed needed to 
be transported to Medel¬ 
lin, a three-hour drive, for 
identification. He vowed 
to rebuild the lost homes 
and provide shelter and 
assistance for the esti¬ 
mated 500 people af¬ 
fected by the calamity. 
“Nobody can bring back 
the dead ... but we have 
to handle this disaster as 
best we can to move for¬ 
ward,” Santos said. 
Soldiers handed out 
food and blankets to the 
homeless on Tuesday as 
civil defense authorities 
armed with little more 
than shovels probed the 
shaky ground to look 
for bodies. Farmers like 
Henao were ordered to 
refrain from returning to 
their homes because of 
a risk of more landslides. 
Sergio Fajardo, governor 
of Antioquia province, 
said that several cadav¬ 
ers had been deformed 
and dismembered, com¬ 
plicating the process of 
identification. The force 
of the flood had carried 
one body some 60 miles 
(100 kilometers ) down¬ 
river, he said. 

Authorities asked heart¬ 
broken Colombians to 
refrain from sending 
physical donations and 
instead contribute to 
a fund to help families 
rebuild. □

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Future for warming US: More extreme heat

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

combination of global 
warming and shifting popu¬ 
lation means that by mid¬ 
century, there will be a 
huge increase in the num¬ 
ber of Americans sweat¬ 
ing through days that are 
extremely hot, a new study 
says. 

People are migrating into 
areas — especially in the 
Southeast — where the 
heat is likely to increase 
more, said the authors of a 
study published Monday by 
the journal Nature Climate 
Change. The study high¬ 
lighted the Houston-Dallas- 
San Antonio and Atlanta- 
Charlotte-Raleigh corridors 
as the places where the 
double whammy looks to 
be the biggest. 

“It’s not just the climate that 
is changing in the future," 
said study co-author Linda 
Mearns, a senior scientist 
at the National Center for 
Atmospheric Research in 
Boulder, Colorado. “It is 
many things: how many 
people and where people 
are that affects their expo¬ 
sure to climate changes." 


In a unique study looking at 
the interplay of projected 
changes in climate and 
population, scientists tried 
to characterize the number 
of people who will feel tem¬ 
peratures of 95 degrees (35 
Celsius) or higher and how 
often they will feel it. They 


used a figure called person 
days for the extreme heat 
to reflect both the length of 
time heat waves continued 
and how many people felt 
it by multiplying people af¬ 
fected by how many days 
they felt the heat. 

Between 1970 and 2000, 


the U.S. averaged about 
2.3 billion person days of 
extreme heat each year. 
But between 2040 and 
2070 that number will be 
between 10 and 14 billion 
person days a year, ac¬ 
cording to the study. 

The scientists used 11 differ¬ 


ent climate models based 
on current trends of heat¬ 
trapping carbon dioxide 
emissions and matched 
those with demographic 
trends. Both the increased 
heat and population shifts 
had about equal effects 
but together they made 
matters even worse, said 
lead author Bryan Jones, a 
population geographer at 
the City University of New 
York. The question is, will be 
people adapt by chang¬ 
ing their lifestyle, such as 
staying indoors and using 
more air conditioning, or 
will they move to cooler 
climates. Jones said it is un¬ 
likely that people will move 
to cooler areas to escape 
the heat, saying historically 
people tend to move away 
from colder areas and into 
warmer areas like Florida, 
Arizona and North Caro¬ 
lina. 

Several outside scientists 
praised the study. University 
of Georgia meteorology 
professor Marshall Shep¬ 
herd said the problem is 
likely even worse when you 
take into consideration the 
fact that cities get hotter 
than rural areasO

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Law journal publishes special issue examining ‘Breaking Bad’

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mex¬ 
ico (AP) — A University of 
New Mexico School of 
Law student journal has 
published a special issue 
analyzing legal issues re¬ 
lated to the story line of 
AMC’s “Breaking Bad” 
— and what might have 
happened if the real-life 
legal system was imposed 
on the fictional charac¬ 
ters. 

An edition of the New 
Mexico Law Review re¬ 
leased this week looks at 
the war on drugs, the hy¬ 
pothetical arrest of Wal¬ 
ter White and question¬ 
able practices of defense 
lawyer Saul Goodman 
from the television series 
that generated an inter¬ 
national cult following. 
Editor Matthew Zidovsky 
said students wanted to 
use the fictional show to 
discuss serious legal issues 
like the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment and professional 


lawyer ethics — all fea¬ 
tures that were central to 
the series. 

"The whole point of the 
issue is to create a legal 
dialogue in New Mexico,” 
Zidovsky said. “Because 
we know the show so 
well, it’s easy to break 
down the legal questions 
that come up.” 

"Breaking Bad” fol¬ 
lows former high school 
teacher Walter White, 
played by Bryan Crans¬ 
ton, producing metham- 
phetamine with a former 
student, Jesse Pinkman, 
played by Aaron Paul. 
Bob Odenkirk plays sleazy 
attorney Saul Goodman, 
who defends drug lords, 
criminals and those alleg¬ 
edly injured in minor traf¬ 
fic accidents. 

Zidovsky said when he 
watched the show as a 
law student, he and other 
students spotted a num¬ 
ber of legal problems, 
from the way Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration 


agents violate constitu¬ 
tional laws during investi¬ 
gations to the unethical 
lawyering by Saul, who 
launders money for drug 
kingpins. 

"He was so over the top," 
Zidovsky said. "Anything 
he would do was beyond 
what is allowed as a pro¬ 
fessional lawyer."

Among the articles in the 
review is a piece by West¬ 
ern State College of Law 
professor Elizabeth Jones 
who compares the ques¬ 
tionable police tactics by 
officers in "Breaking Bad" 
to the U.S. Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s harsh report into 
Albuquerque police over 
excessive force. 


Another piece by Utah 
State University political 
science professor Greg 
Goelzhauser looks at the 
potential prosecution of 
Walter White to examine 
how states with no death 
penalty may affect fed¬ 
eral death penalty cas¬ 
es. New Mexico, where 
“Breaking Bad” is set, 
does not have the death 
penalty any longer. 
Zidovsky said that ar¬ 
ticle is timely because it 
comes a week after a 
federal jury in Boston de¬ 
termined that convicted 
Boston Marathon bomber 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev should 
get the death penalty in 
the 2013 attack. Three 
people were killed and 
more than 260 were in¬ 
jured when Tsarnaev and 
his brother placed two 
pressure-cooker bombs 
near the marathon finish 
line.

NEW YORK (AP) — Thirty 
years ago, Richard Curtis 
suspected two things: Peo¬ 
ple like to laugh and they 
like to do good. 

Red Nose Day has annu¬ 
ally proved him right in the 
United Kingdom, where 
more than $1 billion has 
been raised to fight child¬ 
hood poverty. 

Now Curtis is bringing Red 
Nose Day to the United 
States with a star-studded 
three-hour TV event air¬ 
ing Thursday at 8 p.m. EDT 
on NBC. He promises it will 
be funny and entertain¬ 
ing while giving viewers 
the opportunity to pitch in 
to help kids in the U.S. and 
around the globe. 

When he’s not organizing 
Red Nose Day in the U.K. or 
prepping its American in¬ 
vasion, Curtis is a celebrat¬ 
ed writer-director. His films 
include “Four Weddings 


BOSTON (AP) — Grammy 
Award winner Sam Smith 
has undergone success¬ 
ful vocal cord surgery at a 
Boston hospital. 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday — the sing¬ 
er’s 23rd birthday — that 
he is expected to make a 
full recovery. 

The surgery to stop recur¬ 
rent vocal cord bleeding 
was performed by Dr. Ste¬ 
ven Zeitels, who has per¬ 
formed the same proce¬ 
dure on Steven Tyler, Lionel 
Richie and Adele. 

Smith’s song “Stay With 
Me” won Grammys for 
song and record of the 
year and he also was 
named best new artist in 
February. The British’s sing- 


and a Funeral,” "Notting

Diary." 

“I have two careers, at the 
same time," he says during 
a chat Monday morning at 
Manhattan’s Hammerstein 
Ballroom, where the live 
portion of Thursday’s tele¬ 
cast will originate. 

This show will be “very, 
very, very different” from 
the typical fundraising tele¬ 
thon, he says. 

Roughly one-half will be 
pre-recorded sketches 
and other comedy piec¬ 
es, allowing for slick pro¬ 
duction techniques and 
involvement by a wider 
range of stars than would 
be possible on show night.

cal album. 

According to the hospital. 
Smith's condition was the 
result of unstable blood 


and participation by a 
dozen “Game of Thrones” 
cast members. 

Other pre-recorded bits 
include such names as Ju¬ 
lia Roberts, Liam Neeson, 
Richard Gere and Jodie 
Foster. 

There will also be live com¬ 
edy and music in front of

The hope, of course, is that 
Red Nose Day will become 
an annual event for NBC 
and for U.S. viewers, just as 
it has long been a tradition 
for the BBC and Brits. 

NBC’s embrace of Red 
Nose Day is largely ex¬ 
plained by the presence of 
Paul Telegdy, NBC’s presi¬ 
dent of alternative and 
late night programming. 
Telegdy, who previously 
worked at the BBC, was 
well aware of the reach 
and impact of Red Nose 
Day. 

In his current position, he 
believed NBCUniversal was 
a natural home for produc¬ 
ing and promoting Red 


Nose Day on U.S. shores. 
“We thought, wouldn’t it 
be great if we could har¬ 
ness our workforce and its 
relationships with advertis¬ 
ing clients and talent,” he 
said recently — “and not 
in a way that responds to 
any specific cry for help, 
but for raising children out 
of poverty. And do it on an 
annual basis.” 

The money raised this first 
year will go to the Red 
Nose Day Fund for distri¬ 
bution to charity partners 
including the Boys & Girls 
Clubs of America, the Na¬ 
tional Urban League, Save 
the Children and United 
Way, as well as other 
agencies such as charity: 
water (a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation dedicated to bring¬ 
ing clean and safe drinking 
water to people in devel¬ 
oping nations) and OxFam 
America (a global organi¬ 
zation that fights poverty 
and hunger). 

Supplementing Thursday's 
broadcast are several an¬ 
cillary fundraising efforts. 
Five million Red Noses 
have been purchased by 
customers of participat¬ 
ing retailers. “Today Show” 
host Matt Lauer set off on 
a 230-mile bike ride from 
Boston to New York to spur 
donations. 

And entertainer Nick Can¬ 
non (host of “America's 
Got Talent”) will attempt 
to dance nonstop for 24 
hours as a warm up to 
Thursday’s broadcast. His 
day of dance at Manhat¬ 
tan’s NBC Experience Store 
will stream live on NBC. 
com starting Wednesday 
at 8 p.m. EDT. 

“I don't think I've ever 
done anything for 24 hours 
straight except breathe," 
said Cannon, who will get 
just a five-minute break 
every couple of hours and 
plans to power his endur¬ 
ance contest with the help 
of SkittlesO
